hibition conwntioo met here to-day at 
10:30 a. m. Dr. Morgan, ot the Blve 
Ribbo* Ntm, called the meeting to or- 
der, and announced Rev. laaae C. Laik, 
of Manhall county, as temporary ehair- 
man. 
The committee on permanent organ- 


iiation reported J. P. Pinkham, presi- 
dent, W. B. Sherman, vice president, 
and Rev. Gee Elliott, secretary. 


A motion to nominate a full state 


ticket pledged, to prohibition was post-, 
poned—by a •vote of 23 to 21—until 
»fter reading of the resolutions. 


A vote on the resolution presented at 


the close of the torenoon session, re- 
quiring all who take part in the conven- 
tion to consider themselves bound to 
abide bj its actions, resulttd in defeat. 
A resolution limiting the representation 
of Cedar Rapids to five, was lost. The 
committee on resolutions reported a 
preamble, setting forth the evils of in- 
temperance, and resolving that these 
be the basis of the political action ol 
the part;:

It thowt by a careful ttndv of 
our elections tine* 18:28 that in period* 
of the highest political excitement not 
more than 85 per cent, of the electoral 
body of • state can b* fairly brought to 
the poll*; in other words, fifteen in 
every one hundred qualified oltizent, 
owing to preventive causes, are unable 
to exercise the right of suffrage. It 
wa* discovered on examination that the 
aggregate vote returned a* being out 
in the presidential vote of 1876, pre- 
sented the mtst startling exception to 
that had gone before for forty-eight 
yean. The election wat not an espe- 
cially excited one, at pretidentitl elec- 
tions go, yet it is found that th* aggre- 
gate Jtote oast it in it* nagnitod* oat 
of all proportion to tha population of 
the country; that the percentage of 
the non-voting tinkt to an imponibly 
low figure; that the percentage of In- 
crease in the vote of tome Motion* at 
that election over the vote of 1872 i* 
greatly ditproporttoned to their increase 
of population, and to the annual in- 
crease of their vote for twenty yean 
preceding. 


A* to the aggregate of the country, 


these faott, among othert, are shown: 
In I860, the most exciting election, ex- 
cept that of 1840, known in our histo- 
ry, th* presidential vote equaled 14.9 
per oent. of the state population, and 
23.7 per cent, of the electors failed to 
vote. In 1872 it equaled 16.9 per 
cent., tod 22.3 per cent, of the electors 
did not vote. In 1876 the vote equaled 
19.9 per cent, of tha population, and 
only 8.7 of the electors failed to vote ; 
that is, in every 100 qualified voters in 
every ttate of the Union, no more than 
8.7 are supposed to have failed to come 
to the poll*. 


There it no parallel to thii in all th* 


previous history of the United States. 


The following faott are proved : That, 


at retpectt Louisiana, the claim* made 
in behalf of Mr. Tilden assume that in 
every 100 qualified voters ninety-nine 
came to the polls snd voted, which is a 
physical impossibility : that in Florida 
Mr. Tilden's ciaimt retted on th* asser- 
tion made by his friend* that the popu- 
lar vote amounted to 48,791, whioh re- 
quired that 4,050 ballots should be cast 
in excess of the whole number ot qual- 
ified electors in the state ; that te oast 
the vote claimed in Mississippi would 
require that in every 100 voters 94 5-10 
came to the polls, and, if every white 
voter in the state had cost bis vote for 
Tilden, it would still require that 30,- 
286 colored men thould also have voted 
for him to bring the total up to what it 
was claimed tooe , tlut in New York 
it is cuiiclunivttlv proven that the num- 
ber of qualified el<tct<irs in the state in 
187t»did not exceed l,U(ig,412 or 22.4 
per cent, of its total population, and of 
this number the presidential vote, as 
returned, showed that 1.017,330 had 
come to the polls, which would require 
that in every 100 qualified voters in the 
state only 4.8 failed to deposit their 
ballots, a'nd this is sheer impossibility ; 
that, in respect to New Jertey, the 
presidential vote of 1876 presents re- 
sults more extraordinary than in New 
York, for a state census was taken in 
1875, which showed the population to 
be 1,109,413, and by the method of 
computation used iu the Federal census 
of 1870 there must have been in the 
state in 1876 223,004 qualified voters . 
that the total vote returned was 220' 
234, or only 2,770 short of the whole 
number of persons in the state qualified 
to vote ; that to produce this incredible 
rally to the palls it would require that 
only a fraction over one voter in 100 in 
the whole of New J ersey should have 
failed to deposit his ballot on this occa- 
sion, and amounts to a physical impos- 
sibility , that it is also noted that in 
1876 the Republicans increased their 
vote 12.9 per cent, over that of 1872, 
and yet, despite this inorette, the Dem- 
ocratic vote made an increase of no lets 
than 50 per cent., that in Connecticut 
the same general feature* an discover- 
ed in th* disproportion of the vote of 
1876 at compared with the population, 
and the results of all previou* presiden- 
tial election* in that stale; ibat neter 
b«fora did th* vote cast exceed 80 ner 
cent, of tb* whole body of qualified 
electors j but in the last election thii 
proportion rote to 88.2,

The following remarkable, if • aoi 
miraculous, occurrence it taken from 
the Greenville Daily ffewi of tbe 10th 
instant. Rev. Samuel Lander, whose 
tignatare ii appended to the communi- 
cation, it the President of Williaomon 
Female College. If this ia not a case 
of fraud in the substitution of another 
person for the bo; who was aa absentee 
for eight yean, it woald seem that the 
days of miracles have returned: 


Ma. EDITOR: Allow me to inform 


your readers of a atrange event which 
hat recently taken place near our vil- 
lage. Go the night of the 3d inatant 
the gift of speech wat suddenly be- 
stowed gn a colored youth, 23 yean of 
age, who bad all hit life been known at 
a deaf-mute by all of our older oilitens. 
Your Oak Lawn readers will remember 
Marcus, a deaf-mute boy, a slave of 
Colonel T. K. Ware, deceated, who wai 
employed after tbe war by Colonel 
Ware's son-in-law, Mr. Arnold, at a 
hand about the house and farm. Hit 
services were quite valuable, at he wtt 
an active, obedient, intelligent boy. He 
frequently came over to Wllliamston at 
a teamtter, and that beoame well known 
to our community. Eight yean ago 
Mr. Arnold removed to Mississippi. 
Just before hit departure Maront disap- 
peared. No one knew whether he had 
gone. Hit mother tried in vain to get 
information of hit whereabouts. No 
tidings of .him reached hit friendtat 
home until the latt day of June, when 
hit return to the bouse of hit uncle, 
Edmund Jones, wat at unexpected at 
hit mysterious departure years betore. 


In the meantime he had learned to 


convene in writing, so that he found no 
trouble in communicating hit history 
during hit long abtence from home. 
Nothing noteworthy occurred 
from 


Monday to Thursday, the 3d mttant. 
On that afternoon he became extremely 
nervoua and restless, "hearing dreadful 
loud noises, and seeming at if hit head 
would bunt with pain." This condition 
continued till after nightfall. He then 
fainted, hit extremities beoame cold and 
hit body wat convulsed with violent 
paroxyamt. Alter something more than 
an hour, these symptoms relax* 1, and 
he broke hit life-long tilence by asking, 
quite audibly, but not very distinctly for 
a drink of water. At intervals of ubout 
fifteen minutes daring the night he con- 
tinued to speak, laying almost anything 
be withed, but feeling fatigued after 
every effort. On the 4th, he tpoke at 
occasion required, with increasing eate, 
freedom ana clearness. 


On Saturday, the 6th. with several 


other gentlemen, I visited him and con- 
versed with him for about an hour and 
a half. He had no difficulty in hearing 
all we taid, and we noticed considerable 
improvement iu bis articulation during 
the interview. At first he declined 
trying to pronounce the word '-William- 
stou, because ho taid he could not pro- 
nounce it right; but, at the close of the 
interview, he Inadvertently pronounced 
it very well. The extent of his vocab- 
ulary, the clearness of hit articulation, 
the correctness of hit vowel sounds, the 
accuracy of hit accentuation, and the 
general propriety of his language, were 
matters of great astonishment to all. 


Sunday afternoon he heard his firit 


music. He attended service at the 
Colored Methodist Church, and the 
singing, which wat right vigorous, over- 
powered him. He could not realize the 
dittinction ot' the tounds, but it all 
seemed to him "like a loud noise blown 
through a straight horn." After ser- 
vice he heard a lady play tome sacred 
pieces on tbe reed organ, and, though he 
enjoyed it a little, it still "had no turn." 


On Monday, while listening to the 


piano, he teemed greatly interested, and 
professed to enjoy it very much; but it 
teemed to me at I watched him, that he 
wat more impressed with the quick 
movement! of the hammers than with 
the tones of the instrument. 


For the statement in tonnection with 


hit strange attack on Thunday after- 
noon, I am indebted to Marcus himself 
and hit uncle, Edmund Janet, whose 
character of veracity is unusually fair 
in our community. As to the other 
points in the above narrative, there it 
no room for doubt. He wat a deaf 
mate from bit birth till he left here 
eight years ago. He teemed to be in 
the tame condition when he returned 
latt Monday week. He can hear and 
tpeak now at well at the majority of onr 
people. 
How the wonderful change 


wai brought about remains to be ex- 
plained. 
With your permission I will tend you 


for your next itiue hit account of hit 
history during bit abses.ce, which may 
throw tome light on the mytterious 
question.
